WASHINGTON,  May  6— (UPI)— U.  S.  Officials  said  to- 
day that  Soviet  Premier  Nikita  Khrushchev  appears  to  be  try- 
ing to  lay  a basis  for  blaming  the  West  if  the  Big  Four  Sum- 
mit Conference  fails  to  ease  tensions. 

This  was  their  interpretation  of  Khrushchev’s  rocket- 
rattling  si>eech  to  the  Supreme  Soviet  yesterday,  which  in- 
cluded the  disclosure  that  a U.  S.  plane  was  shot  down  over 
the  Soviet  Union  last  Sunday,  j ' ' 

THE  UNITED  STATES  pressed  i 
its  inquiry  into  the  plane  inci- 1 
dent.  American  officials  were  j 
convinced  the  Russians  had  de- 1 
stroyed  an  unarmed  U.  S.  weath-  ■ 
plane  with  an  unconscious 
civilian  pilot  who  accidently 
strayed  across  the  frontier  from 
Turkey. 

Officials  here  said  Khrush- 
chev’s speech,  with  its  charges 
that  some  American  authorities 
wanted  to  renew  the  “cold  war,” 
appeared  to  be  a pre-summit  tac- 
tical move  rather  than  any  indi- 
cation of  real  Soviet  despair  over 
summit  prospects. 

They  recalled  that  it  is  the  us- 
ual Russian  tactic  on  the  eve  of 
any  big  international  conference 
to  take  a tough  tone,  presumably 
to  stake  out  the  Soviet  bargain- 
ing position  anew  and  try  to 
bring  pressure  on  the  West  for 
concessions. 


DESPITE  THE  tough  tenor  of 
Khrushchev’s  speech,  he  made 
no  new  demands  and  there  was 
no  change  in  the  substance  of 
any  Russian  position. 

Nevertheless,  the  speech  had 
the  effect  of  bringing  back  into 
sharp  focus  the  basic  cleavage 
that  divides  East  and  West,  and

Cosmopolitan  Campus 


Students  who  took  the  time  to  visit  the  internation- 
al week  displays  in  the  Smith  Family  Living  Center  this 
week  probably  came  away  with  increased  interest  in 
the  countries  represented  in  the  displays. 

Handicraft,  clothing,  leathergoods,  household  items 
and  many  other  things  were  put  on  display — from  for- 
eign countries.  When  one  sees  a display,  whether  it  be 
here  at  Brigham  Young  University  or  in.  a museum 
somewhere,  it  is  very  hard  to  get  a true  picture  of  just 
what  the  items  represent  in  the  countries  from  which 
they  have  been  brought. 

Some  item,  utensil,  article  of  clothing  which  is 
used  with  great  regularity  in  one  country  may  be  a 
rarity  in  another. 

To  the  gauchos  of  South  America,  a long  razor  sharp 
knife  and  boleador  were  standard  equipment.  We  look 
at  them  today  with  interest,  but  not  full  comprehension, 
as  to  just  what  such  equipment  meant  to  the  gaucho. 

We  see  the  bright  colored  knit  clothing  from  Scan- 
danavia,  we  see  raindeer-hom  knives  and  crystal  beads. 
Again  we  are  interested  but  don’t  realize  the  full  mean- 
ing of  these  things.  Only  those  who  have  lived  in  the 
countries  or  visited  them  often  can  begin  to  get  a true 
perspective,  realizing  that  what  is  on  display  for  us  is 
everyday  life  for  them. 

We  feel  that  this  process  works  the  same  when 
it  comes  to  foreign  students  attending  Brigham  Young 
University.  They  must  make  an  adjustment  to  life  at 
the  BYU.  The  life  which  they  must  learn  to  adjust  to 
is  much  different  than  the  one  portrayed  in  the  movies 
they  may  have  seen.  They  must  learn  to  accept  life  in 
the  United  States  as  it  really  is  and  not  as  it  was  “dis- 
played” to  be  in  films  or  magazines.  Most  foreign  stu- 
dents make  this  adjustment  commendably  well. 

When  they  come  to  BYU  they  lose  a great  deal  of 
their  former  prestige  and  power.  Here,  they  are  just 
one  of  the  crowd.  Tliey  must  learn  to  adjust  to  being 
ignored  many  times.  They  must  learn  to  take  a seat 
behind  while  Americans  do  things  their  way.  Many  for- 
eign students  would  be  well  fixed  financially  if  they 
were  going  to  college  at  home  but  have  to  work  part 
time  here  just  to  get  by. 

All  these  things  add  up  to  a tremendous  amount  of 
adjustment  for  foreign  students  to  make.  They  not  only 
make  favorable  adjustment  and  become  good  scholars, 
in  most  cases,  but  they  also  make  outstanding  contribu- 
tions to  the  university  and  the  studentbody. 

For  this  contribution  the  BYU  should  be  grateful. 
There  should  also  be  an  effort  made  to  increase  the 
communication  between  foreign  students  and  home 
grown  ones.  International  students  week  represents  a 
good  start  in  the  right  direction. 


Stamping  Out  Smut

j A student  may  come  as  an 
immigrant.  In  this  way  he  can 
become  a citizen  of  the  United 
States  when  he  has  fulfilled  cit- 
izenship requirements.  But  the 
student  must  be  included  in  the 
quota  number  of  people  allowed 
for  his  country  to  enter  the  U.  S. 

THE  SECOND  WAY  for  a 
«tudenfto  come  to  school  in  Am- 
erica is  on  the  exchange  stu- 
dent program.  There  is  only  one 


' student  attending  the  Brigham 
Young  University  on  this  pro- 
gram. 

I Most  foreign  students  come  to 
' America  to  study  on  foreign  stu- 
, dent  visas.  This  visa  is  issued 
; to  students  meeting  certain  spe- 
cificatons  and  may  be  renewed 
each  year  until  the  student  has 
finished  his  schooling. 

TO  APPLY  for  admittance  to 
a U.  S.  school,  the  foreign  stu- 
dent goes  to  the  American  Con- 
sul in  his  homeland.  There  he 
receives  information  about  the 
school  he  would  like  to  attend.^ 
Before  applying,  the  student 


must  meet  certain  requiren^pnts 
set  by  the  consul.  He  must  be 
able  to  read,  write  and  speak 
English  well  enough  to  continue 
his  education,  be  in  excellent 
health  and  have  a source  of  in- 
come which  will  support  him 
through  his  schooling.

A new  nine,  article  constitu- 
tion for  the  Associated  Women 
Students  was  ratified  last  night 
by  the  general  assembly  of  wo- 
men. Two  articles  were  added  to 
the  previous  AWS  Constitution. 

Articles  outlining  the  activi- 
ties of  the  housing  board  and  the 
assembly  of  women'were  includ- 
ed in  the  new  constitution; 

The  housing  board  will  consist 
of  all  AWS  officers  and  the  of- 
ficers of  the  City  Coeds,  Inter- 
dorm and  Inter-house  Councils. 
They  will  correlate  housing  and 
campus  activities,  legislate  and 
enforce  rules  and  make  policies 
concerning  women  students  and 
serve  as  a disseminating  board ' 
for  the  women  students. 

The  assembly  of  women  stu- 
dents will  be  held  once  a semes- 
ter and  will  be  open  to  all  as- 
sociated women  students.  The 
purpose  of  the  assembly  is  to 
enable  all  women  students  to 
accept  their  responsibility  as 
AWS  members  and  to  discuss 
items  of  mutual  concern. 

All  women  students  carrying 
ten  hours  or  more  of  university, 
credit  are  automatically  mem- 
bers of.  AWS. 

Other  changes  in  the  constitu-  ■ 
tion  include  the  changing  of  the 
name  of  the  Junior  AWS  Coun- 
cil to  Freshman  Council,  com- 
bining the  duties  of  the  secre- 
tary and  treasurer  into  one  job 
and  providing  for  the  office  of 
vice  president  of  housing. 

Also  on  the  assembly  agenda 
was  a report  by  Zetta  Lee,  chair- 
man of  Annals  of  Achievement. 
Miss  Lee  stated  that  the  tradi- 
tional Annals  of  Achievement 
would  be  held  May  18  and  19. 

All  women  students  are  invit- 
ed to  attend  the  May  18  meeting. 
The  wife  of  a General  Authority 
of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of 
Latter-day  Saints  will  be  the  fea- 
tured speaker.  New  members  of 
White  Key,  senior  women’s  hon- 
orary, will  be  tapped  at  the 
meeting. 

Awards  will  be  given  to  the 
outstanding  coed  from  each  class 
and  two  trophies  will  be  given  to 
senior  women.  One  for  service 
and  the  other  for  leadership..

If  his  list  contains  the  main  arguments,  the 
abolitionists  seem  to  have  both  reason  and  the  ghost 
of  Chessman  on  their  side.
